James and M artha Shields were n a­ 
tives of Ireland. both|being represent­ 
ed in the Scottish W ar.

Having attended a course 
of lectures at the McDowell Medical 
College at St. Louis he returned to 
Vernon and a year later opened an 
office at Dupont, Jefferson County, 
when he was but twenty years of age. 
From Dupont he went to Vernon and 
thence to Seymour about the year 
1853. 
Because of the swamps bere 
then and consequent unhealthiness, he 
returned to Vernon, coming back. to 
Seymour in 1864, where he has since 
kept a continuous residence. 
Dr. Shields practised medicine up 
till about twelve years ago, when he 
was compelled, to retire from the pro­ 
fession on account of his poor h ear­ 
ing and eye-sight. 
This shows his 
record of more than fifty years of 
tireless work for the settlers of this 
country and residents of this city. 
He has probably driven over more 
miles of road in ministering to the 
sick, than any other physician in this 
part of Indiana. 
His principles being 
well-defined 
and honest, and 
his ability as a 
speaker and thinker beiDg recognized, 
he was elected a member of the State 
Legislature three times. 
Among his 
contemporaries in public life were the 
well known Jonath an W. 
Gordon, 
David Turpie, Jos. E. McDonald and 
Tnos.

He tells how on 
account of the dreadful swamps here, 
be has prescribed to as many as ten 
in one home for the ague, which 
was 
then so prevalent. 
He, of course, re­ 
members how it was when there were 
no railroads aud recalls how he swam 
across White River atiBellesford and 
at another time crossed this same river 
in a canoe,when his professional duty 
called him. 
As a young man he took 
several trips to New Orleans on flat­ 
boats. 
Ile often speaks of the times 
before he entered the practice of medi­ 
cine when he "ll at-bo ated" it down the 
Mississippi and 
sold the boat on 
reaching the destination, coming back 
in a different way. 
He seems to be 
well acquainted with every crook and 
turn of this majestic river and never 
tires of describing his experiences on 
these occasions. 
At all times he was 
a great lover of horses and many of 
our older citizens will take pleasure 
in recalling the familiar names of 
"Comm odore,'’ "Dick Ogan, ’ "Tom 
C at," and 
were some of his favorites. 
He owned 
more horses that trotted under 2:30

diana J unction now is.
